Kennedy's staff in 'WasKpgfan 
said that Mr. ' Kennedy^ had 
scheduled hearings next Wed- 
nesday and Thursday oB the 
experiments on humans with 
drugs that the Department of 
Defense has been conducting 
for at least the last 2G -years.’ 
The aide said that the 
hearings would focus on exper-. 
iments on more than 4,000 per-‘ 
sons wifh drugs that can cause 
hallucinations. The hearings 
will not be limited to that 
irirea, the aide .said. 

Until the disclosure by Penta- 
gon officials of Mr'. Biauer’s 
’death on Aug, 12, the Army 
had said that it knew of no 
deaths or bad reactions from 
the drug experiments it had 
conducted of financed, it A-va, 
Miss Barrett, a SS-yeamold 
.Widow, said yesterday that in 
’a meeting last Thursday with 
Army officials she learned that| 
pa the same day her father 
idled at the New York State 
^Psychiatric Institute, Jan. 8, 
.1953, another patient was' given 
the same drug. She said that 
ihe other patient had also suf- 
fered a negative reaction, but 
had recovered. 

A Defense Department offi- 
cial said that the second in- 
cident — which had not pre- 
viously been reported — in- 
volved a 21-year-old woman. 
The official would not reveal 
her name. 

The Army has said that Mr. 
Blauer was given various deri- 
vatives of mescaline in five 
injections, but Miss Barrett 
says her mother told her after 
the death that her father had 
been given LSD.

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describing the tests given tier 
father recalled to her Nazi Ger- 
many, which experimented on 1 
prisoners in concentration 
camps. 

Dr. Sidney Malitz, the direc- 
tor of the Institute, at 722 W. 
168th Street, has said he be- 
lieved that all 100 patients in 
the experiments done under 
Army contract had given theirj 
permission, but a Defense De- 
partment spokesman said he 
had been unable to find any 
documents that indicated Mr. 
Blauer had done so. 

The Army has said it discov- 
ered records on the Blauer case 
daring an investigation on its 
drug experiment program 
prompted in part by allegations 
of personal drug misuse against 
the head of the program. 

Representative Thomas J. 
Downey, Democrat of Long Is- 
land, has charged that contrary 
to the Army’s statement, the 
records on the death were read 
by an Army officer at least 
twice — in 1959 and 1967 — and 
that there was an apparently 
deliberate effort to keep the 
information from the public. 

Mr. Downey, has maintained 
that the records were not "dis- 
covered,” but that the secretary 
for the head of the Army’s 
'drug program had produced 
! them from a walk-in vault the 
iday after the Representative 
visited the Edgewood Arsenal, 

a Marylandfwhere mostdf the 
Army tests were conducted.

Miss Barrett’s mother sued 
the State of New York for 
$275,000 in connection with Mr. 
Biauer’s death and in 1955 re- 
ceived a court award of $18,- 
000.- The Army’s involvement 
was hot known however. 

Pentagon Disputed 

The Pentagon, in disclosing 
Mr, Biauer’s death, had said 
that the. first four tests on 
him “produced mild or no ef- 
fects -on the patient.” But the 
eight-page document that Miss 
Barrett made public yesterday 
indicated that her father, who 
had admitted himself to the 
institute.suffering from depres- 
sion and tension after having 
been , divorced, appeared to 
’have been extremely upset in 
.the last three of the exper- 
iments. 

l :-' Apparently before the first 
Tdjectiori was given, Mr. Blauer 
was described in the document,: 
(which was'd.eglassified last'Atig. 
28, as “vety (apprehensive, con- 
siderable persuasion required.” 
rifef erring to the second injection
